Pictures of the arrival of the trans- 
polar airship Norge at Spitzhergen, of 
Commander R. E. Byrd and hig Fok- 
ker airplane, in which he made the 
flight to the pole and back, and other 
historic scenes in connection with the 
two air expeditions which conquered 
the Arctic, were received in this city 
yesterday by Tus New York Tuaus and 
the Pathé News.

The pictures arrived on the Olympic, 
and made the fastest time on record 
for the trip from Spitzbergen: to the 
United States. Leaving Kings Bay on 
Bay 9, they made the first leg of the 
journey in a small motor ship, From 
Kings Bay to Tromsd was a trip of 
more than 600 -nitlés, across a stretch 
of the Arptic “Gebgn. The small boat 
which @ them passed through 
gevere ther, which made it doubt- 
ful at one time whether they would 
ever reach ‘Norway. 

From Tromsoe, the pictures traveled 
by rail to Malmo, Sweden. There they 
were loaded on

Arriving here, the pictures were ex- 
pedited through the customs, and de- 
veloped in the evening for publication. 

Picturés of thé Pole Coming. — 

“Now following the same route from 
Spitzbergen to this country are the 
films and photographs of the North 
Pole taken by Commander Byrd, and 
of the 1,600-mile air journey: from 
Kings Bay to the Pole and back. 
Emanuel! Cohen, editor of The Pathé 
News, has asked the customs authori- 
ties for a ruling on the question 
whether these pictures are to be ad- 
mitted duty free or not. The North 
Pole has been ce claimed in the 
name of the Uni States by the first 
two men to reach it, Peary and Byrd. 
THe contention is, therefore, that these 
photographs originated over United 
States domain, and that they are en- 
titled to admission duty free to the 
United States, under the head of home 
products. 

If the Government fails to sustain 
the contention that the North Pole 
belongs to the Unitea@tates the duty 
' on the films will be $12. 

“If that is demanded we will pay it 
under protest and take the case to the 
United States courts for a ruling,” said 
Mr. Cohen. “These pictures of the 
North Pole are strictly domestic prod- 
ucts. There seem to be a number of 
interesting questions of law,involved 
and we would like to see the 
pass on them.” a 

No Land to Claim. 


One difficulty is that Peary, Byrd 
and Amundsen found that there was 
no land near the Pole. Whether a na- 
tion could assert domain over a semi- 
permanént ice surface like that which 
exists at the Pole is another matter. 

The pictures which arrived yesterday 
illustrated one of the heavy obstacles 
met by Commander Byrd at Spitzber- 
gen. The Norwegian naval boat Heim-

He was hurriedly 
removed in a critical condition to a 
hospital, where he died soon after.

Lord Oxford’s Letter. 


“¥ should not be doing my duty as 
the leader of the Liberal Party,” 
wrote Lord Oxford and Asquith to Mr. 
Lioyd George, “if I did not now con- 
vey my regret at the course you have 
pursued in the greatest domestic crisis 
which this country has had to con- 
ffont in your time or -mine.” 

He went on to state that the Liberal 
Party, though critical of some of the 
steps taken by the Government in the 
coal negotiations, had determined to 
join in resisting the strike, and that 
he himself and Lord Grey had, in 
speeches in the House of Lords and

TOKIO, May 25.—Nine hundred’ per- 
sons perished in one town, 200 of 
them by drewning, and more than 200 
were injured, in the eruption yester- 
day of the volcano whose crater on 
Mount Tokachi in ‘Hokkaido, long be- 
lieved extinct, has cradled a lake from 
time immemorial. 

After a severe earthquake with sub- 
terranean rumblings came the first of 
& series of explosions, ejecting all the 
water of the lake, which poured down 
the mountainside, carrying débris with 
it and obliterating severa] hamlets and 
the major portion of the small town of 
Furyono, where 300 houses were de- 
stroyed and the greatest loss of urd 
occurred. :

ORDER IS DEFENDED 
BY SENATOR WALSH 


He Insists That Coolidge Acted 
- Within His Constitutional 
. Rights in Signing It. 








AGAIN ASSAILED IN HOUSE 





Californian, ‘Denouncing it as 
Vicious, Resents the Fact That 
it Is Aimed at His State.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—After a bit- 
ter debate of three hours the Senate 
late this afternoon passed the King 
resolution directing the Committee on 
Judiciary to investigate the legality of 
President. Coolidge’s executive. order 
authorizing the employment of State, 
county and municipal officials as Fed- 
eral prohibition enforcement officers. 
The resolution as introduced by Sena- 
tor King, Democrat of Utah, was 
amended so as to eliminate the char- 
acterization of the President’s action 
as “illegal and unwarranted,’’ and was 
passed without a roll call and with- 
out a dissenting vote. \ — 

Senator King also accepted an 
amendment by Senator Bingham, ; 
publican of Convecticut, which sug 
gested the purposes of the investigation 
he widened to include the determina- 
tion of “‘what legislation is advisable 
or necessary.” 

The debate was lied by \ Sénator 
Walsh, Democrat of Montana, who de- 
clared that after careful attention and 
study he had been unable to find any- 
thing to justify the charges that the 
President had in any way exceeded 
his constitutional authority. Mr. 
Walsh was the first Senator on either 
side of the aisle to come wholeheart- 
edly to the defense of the President. 


Storm Also in the House. 


The storm broke out again in the 
House today as well as in the Senate. 
Resentment over the President’s new 
prohibition order was expressed by 
three Republicans, all recognized Cool- 
idge regulars and all identified with 
the -wet bloc. 

Representative Curry of California 
declared that Article V. of the Cali- 
fornia Constitution prohibited State of- 
ficials from serving in a dual Capacity, 
as proposed by the Coolidge order, 
which Mr. Curry denounced as uncon- 
stitutional, vicious and as utterly con- 


ng|trary to the principles of American 


Government. 

A resolution was introducedgby. Rep- 
resentative Hill of Maryland, pub- 
loc, prohibit- 
ing Federal officers from accepting 
State commission and barring State 
officers from holding office under the 
United States. Another resolution was 
introduced b; Representative Britten

The Senate debate was at times very 
bitter and before it ended a score of 
Senators had interjected themselvés 
into: the: wrangle, among them.

Goff, Robinson, Reed 
of Pennsylvania, Glass, Heflin and 
Harreld. At one point Senator Reed 
of Pennsylvania, referring to the de- 
feat last week of his colleague, Sen- 
ator George Wharton Pepper, by Rep- 
resentative William 8. Vare, an out 
and out wet, said that the Pennsyl- 
vania voters had voted like dundeér- 
heads and that so long as they con- 
tinue to vote that way “they deserve 
what they get.” 


Galleries Packed to Hear Walsh. 


The galleries were packed and most

1925 BIRTH RATE LOWER. 


Figures Show Decline From 1924 in 
26 States. 
WASHINGTON, May 25 (4).—Birth 
rates of 1925 were lower in twenty-six 
of thirty States for which figures are 
available in the Commerce Depart- 
ment, and death rates were higher in 
sixteen States. On the whole, how- 
ever, the death rate declined very 

slightly. 

The area surveyed is known as the 
registration area used by the depart- 
ment’ ifi. compiling “vital. ‘statistics. It 
excludes Massachusetts and Utah, part 





of the’ area, because. complete. figures }* 


were not available. 

The highest birth rate for 1925 was 
28.8 per 1,000 population in North Ca- 
rolina. The lowest was 15.1 in Mon- 
tana. 

Vermont had the highest death rate, 
14.6 per. 1,000; while Montana and 
. North Dakota had the lowest, 7.7. 

Infant mortality rates for the year 
were generally higher than those for 
1924, the figures show, with nineteen 
of the thirty States registering an in- 
crease. Maryland, where the infant 
death rate was 90.4 per 1,000 births, 
had the highest figures. Oregon, with 
@ rate of 51.2, had the lowest. 

Among cities of more than 100,000 

opulation, Norfolk had the highest 
nfant miortality rate, 96.7. Seattle 
had the lowest, 44.9. ' 

For. the area the number of births in 
1925 was 1,727,467 and the deaths were 
955,074. Of these deaths 123,812 were 
under one year of age.- The birth rate 
fon the area was 21.2 per 1,000 popula- 
tion, while the death rate was 11.7. 
These figures compared with a birth 
rate of 22.6 in 1924 and a death rate 
of 11.8. Deaths under one year of age 
in the area were 71.5 per 1,000 births, 
against 71 tn 1924.

As Court Stays Use of ‘La Jeritza’ on Bands 





Maria Jeritza, the prima donna, won: 
the first. round yesterday in her suit 
to compel Louis and Isidore Cohen to 
stop using her name to indicate their 
wares, when Federal Judge Thacher 
enjoined the defendants from continu- 
ing the acts complained of pending 
trial of the issues. The defendants, 
under the name of Cohen Brothers, 
manufacture cigars and on bands and 
in other printed matter the name “‘La 
Jeritza” appeared. 

Counsel for the defendants argued 
that the plaintiff is a -baroness, the 
wife of Leopold Frederick Salvatore, 


| Baron Popper de Podhrey, an Austrian 


nobleman, whose name she is entitled 
to use, and therefore her name has 
ceased to be Jeritza. But the plain- 
tiff’s counsel told the Court that his 


client was using her maiden name 


with her husband’s consent. In his 
opinion Judge Thacher indicated that 
married. women are free to use their 
maiden or their married names, as 
they please, and that the consent of 
the husbands in either ‘case was of 
small importance. 


The court explained that a name is 
the distinctive.appellation by which a 
person is known, and that it may be 
changed in good faith and for an hon- 
est purpose “merely by the adoption 
of another name, which by usage be- 
comes the appellation by which _ the 
person is in fact designated and gen- 
erally known, was held to be the 
settled rule of the common law.” 

Mme. Jeritza also complained that 
the use of her name for advertising 
purposes was made more offensive by 
the picture of a woman alleged to 
represent her, and that some of the 
offensive advertising was displayed 
on a building opposite the Metropoli- 
tan .C House. Concerning the

be taken back at full time next Tues- 


y. 

In explaining the lay-off an official. 
said: ‘‘Rather than cut down the work- 
ing hours of the men we thought it 
better to cease all production for a 
week until our orders could catch up 
with our por ge and then start right 
in again, full speed ahead.”’ 

The Carl Schoen mills were shut 
down indefinitely on Saturday. Four 
hundred men were thrown out of work. 
The Silk Textile Company, employing 
200 workers, put one-half this number 
on half time. The R. and H. Simon 
Company, which usually cuts down its 
working week in Summer from six to 
five days, has effected a greater re- 
duction in working time this year by 
cutting the number of working hours 
each day. The Martha Silk Mill laid 
off 50 of its 100 employes and an 
official said the company did not ex- 
pect to resume full production until 
the Autumn. [In North Bergen the 
Hillcrest Silk’Mill laid off 200 workers.

Suspect in Perrineville Crime Is 

Spirited Away to Avoid the 
Danger of Mob Violence.

ing ‘That's the man! That’s the 
man!” Rose Tarabash, 13-year-old 
Perrineville schoolgirl, late today 


identified Frank Lipshitz, 27 years old, 
a hermit of the Perrineville woods, as 
the man who attacked her last Thurs- 
day morning on a lonely country road 
half a mile from her home. 
After the identification, the prisoner | 
was hurried to the Monmouth County 
Jail at Freehold, then spirited away 
by State police, who feared that in- 
furiated neighbors of the Tarabash 
family might lead a mob against the 
prison. 
State. troopers came to McKinle# 
Hospital here this afternoon for the 
girl, whose wou about the head had 
healed sufficiently for her to be dis- 
charged from the institution, and took 
her to the scene of the attack. At- 
tired in a long, black raincoat and 
mask,‘ found in his cabin when he was. 
arrested last Friday by a posse, to cor- 
respond with the victim's story of her 
assailant’s appearance, Lipshitz was 
made to walk out of the woods as the 
girl passed. . 
“Oh, I. know ‘he’s the man!’ she 
cried out. ‘‘He’s the same size and 
everything.. For God’s sake, take him 
away from me.” S 

Lipshitz stood motionless, unmoved 
by the child’s terror or her mother's 
pleas that she be allowed to kill him. 
The mother had been left unguarded 


her self-control; but sight of the man 
was too much for her. Leaping toward 
him, she called out to the troopers: 
“Give him to me and I'll kill him.” 
Turning then to police and farmers, 
who were grouped about the spot, Mrs. 
Tarabash exclaimed: ‘In God’s name, 
isn’t there a man who will step up 
and kill him?” 

The authorities brought the scene to 
a close’as quickly as possible, as the 
girl’ and her mother seemed at the 
‘point of collapse; and the anger of the 
farmers, who had penetrated to the 
spot. despite efforts of the police to 
keep them back, was rising to the dan- 
ger point. The Tarabashes were taken 
to their home and Lipshitz was bun- 
dled into a State car and started back 
to Freehold. 

Formal charges of atrocious assault 
and battery and assault will be filed 
at once and a speedy trial and swift 
Punishment are expected.

Reduction Methods Suggested.

“The commission is of the opinion 
that it: would not be practicable at the 
present time to limit the ultimate war 
strength of a country. On the other 
hand it affirms that it is possible to 
limit the land, sea and air forces which 
are permanently maintained in peace- 


time by various countries or which are 
capable of immediate uSe without pre- 
liminary mobilization measures. This 
principle is enunciated without preju- 
dice to such limitation as may be de-, 
cided on by an examination of the re- 
maining questions.’

Maxim Litvinoff, Deputy Foreign 
Minister of Soviet Russia, explains 
that his country did not attend the 
conference on the control of ‘the traffic 
in arms because she believed it was 
not sincere; for the same reason she 
will have nothing to do with the move 
to control private manufacture.

Lady Mendl wore a green tailored 
suit, a mole skin coat and a toqu 
coyered with thousands of tiny curled 
feathers.

Amer- 
ica was going through a tight market 
for rubber in 1928-30, but would come 
out all right. 

“What Americans interested in the 
growth of rubber should do,"’ he con- 
tinued, “is to go to the East Indies 
and buy up all the good land they can 
find for sale and start to plant now 
so that they will have trees ready to 
bear in six years’ time.”

‘NEW GUINEA IN PLANE. 


Stitting and Hyde Cause. Excite- 
ment Among the Natives in ‘ 
_ the Nassau Foothills. 


BATAVIA, Java, May 25 (#).—A wire- 
less dispatch received from the Stirling 
expedition in New Guinea says that H. 
H. Hyde, pilot, of New York, and 
Professor Matthew W. Stirling of Berk- 
eley, Cal., today made a flight of two 
hours and twenty minutes from Alba- 
tross Camp -to the foothills of the 
Nassau Mountains, carrying a load of 
220° ‘kilograms: (about 484 pounds) of 
food. The occupants of the plane ob- 
served many native villages along the 
Rouffaer' River. They made“a search 
for a landing place above Splitsings 
Camp, but the river was too shallow 
and crooked for the seaplane to come 
down upon it. 

They discovered two lakes in the hills 
near the river on which a landing ‘was 
possible; and then returned and landed 
at Splitsings Camp. Many natives 
athered about the plane, shouting with 
excitement. Because of the- number 
of natives and what ap to be 
their menacing attitude, it was deemed 
best to leave the locality. The plane 








of | therefore returned to Albatross Camp. 


The food taken by the e was 
hidden in a jungle for future use in the 
expedition’s attempt to explore hitherto 
unvisited portions of New Guinea and 
to locate if possible tribes of pigmies.

TESTS TRAINED ATHLETE 


FOR RESISTANCE POWER) 


Boston Doctor Says Marethon| 
have Possesses lt toa Greater 
- Degree Than Average. 


BOSTON, May 25 (#).—Experiments 
conducted on Clarence Demar, Mara~- 
thon runner, indicate that the trained 
athlete possesses power of resistance to 
a striking degree greater than the 
average man. This was made known 
today at the Massachusetts Gerieral 


Hospital, where Dr. A. V..Bock is 


earrying on tests on the runner. 

For six mornings Demar, on his way 
to work at a Cambridge printing estab- 
lishment, has stopped off at Dr. Bock's 
laboratory for ,half an hour of labor 
in -the cause of science. With nose 
clamped he breathes into a rubbér|' 
tube while. driving the -pedals of a 
testing machine. The resistance of the 
thachine has been increased each day. 
Blood and breath analyses are made: 
frequently. The scientific. findings. 
will be made known only when ‘the 
series of tests are complete, but al- 
ready Dr. Bock describes them as ‘‘re- 
markable.”’ 

“Briefly, we are seeking to deter- 
mine.the amount of blood the heart of 
the’ athlete pumps per minute and the 
amount of air he breathes per minute,” 
the physician said. ‘‘Normally the 
heart pumps five-eighths ‘of a liter of 
blood per minute, but exercise in- 
creases that, varying with the subject 
to twenty or thirty liters per minute. 
The better condition a pérson is in the 
more blood. will his heart pump under 
these conditions. 

“We have results of similar experi- 
ments which we}, performed on our- 
selves, and by the Demar tests we hope 
to discover what exercise will enable 
a@ man to do more than we, who take 
only the normal exercise,'can do. We 
are promised by this work some new 
statistics regarding the action of. the 
lungs and heart in’ connection with 
variations fn breathing.”

CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 25 (4).—To

McAdoo Says Ballot Provides 
“Way to Destroy Injustices 
and Preserve Liberty. 


DEFECTS OF STATES’ RIGHTS 


Abolishing Governmental Agencies, 
He Holds, Would*Merely Mean 
' Transfer of Bureaucracy. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, May 25 (#).—It 
is true that, democracy has its weak- 
nesses, but until its critics can dem- 
onstrate that autocracy, aristocracy, 
communism or socialism have over- 
come’ their tragic failures to conserve 
human liberty and happiness, it is the 
part of wisdom to hold fast to that 
which has proved good, declared Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo before the Cooperative 
Club International here tonight. 

“When, under these other forms of 
government, the people suffer,” he 
said, ‘“‘there is na recourse save revo- 
lution, hut under our form of.govern- 
ment if .they suffer it is because of 
neglect of their own interests. If \de- 
mocracy is on the defensive in Amer- 
ica it is because the people fail in their 
manifest duties. They have a weapon 
to destroy injustices, to preserye Jib- 
erty and to enforce equality. before the 
law—the mighty weapon of suffrage.” 

Speaking on ‘States’ Rights and the 
Jefferson Idea,’’ Mr. McAdoo said it 
was deceiving to imagine that by abol- 
ishing Governmental agencies the 
rights of the people would be de- 
livered from the keeping of great or- 
ganizations of clerks and secretaries 
and department heads and left secure 
in their own serene stréngth. 

‘We shall ‘simply be transferring 
them from a Governmental bureauc- 
racy employed by the people to’a host 
of private bureaucracies employed by 
the corporations,’’ he said, ‘for in the 
bad sense, as in the good sense, every | 
great modern corporation has a ten- 
dency /to be a bureaucracy, just as the 
Government has. 

“These people are not interested in 
States’ rights because they honestly 
desire to see the powers of the State 
Governments protected or extended.: 
The best proof of this is that when 
the States act ,to control them, they 
fly for refuge to the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution, which 
gives the Federal Supreme Court au- 
thority to set aside regulatory legis- 
lation.”’ j 

The very essence of Jeffersonian 
government, he.declared, was the pro- 
tection of individual Iftberty: and the 
control of local concerns through the 
States on the one hand, and the pro- 
tection of economic liberty-through the 
only agency competent to deal there- 
at wg Federal Government—on the 
other.

ance. 

The efforts of: this showmanlike phe- 
nomenon are dedicated to the proposi- 
tion “that the human will, when. prop- 
erly exercised and controlled, can ob- 
tain almost unlimited ascendancy over 
the body.”’ To prove this Rahman Bey 
goes into a cataleptic state, during 
which the condition of his body is said 
to become that of a dead man. While 
he thus lies rigid a heavy stone is 
placed on his chest and broken with a 


sledgehammer. 

The fakir’s chief, if not his most 
pleasant, cataleptic feats are those of 
anesthesia. As a result of his trance 
it appears that his whole body is in 
such a state of insensibility that he is 
impervious. to pain of all sorts. Last 
night he made a human pincushion * 
himself by piercing. both cheeks wi 
long needles, stuck through the bBo 
He ran other needle’ into his breasts to 
the depth of a quarter of an inch, and 
completed. the process by stretching 


out the skin of the Adam’s apple and} 


sticking a murderous-looking dagger 
through the fleshy part of his throat. 
What little blood resulted from these 
inflictions he stopped by his supposed 
will power. 

His other experiments were of less 
repellent character, although just as 
interesting. Among other things, by 
means of entering another cataleptic 
state he permits himself to be buried 
alive for any such reasonable interval 
as his audiences may. propose. With 
his ears and nostrils stuffed with cot- 
ton, he is placed in a securely sealed 
coffin, which is covered with sand; 
and because he has stopped respiration 
and circulation he is said to be able to 
stay in the tomb for an indefinite in- 
terval without giving up all the func- 
tions of life. || 

A thorough test is made of Rahman 
Bey’s ability to read and transmit 
thoughts. He acts upon requests from 
‘the audience delivered to a committee 
of spectators upon the stage, and ‘his 
ability to perform what is desired 
seems to be little short of amazing. He 
also hypnotizes a chicken, a rabbit-and 
one of his assistants.in'a manner com- 
petent and thorough, and at will brings 
them back to a more or less normal 
state. 

Hereward Carrington of the Institute 
of Psychic Research introduced Rah- 
man Bey, and makes “the announce- 
ments throtgh his demonstrations. A 
remarkable _ person 8 this. fakir, and 
just where, if evér,, ie leaves off as a 
scientist and’begins as a’ trickster: is 
almost impossible for the layman to 
discern. 

Seekers, after the novel and the cu- 
rious should find his performances 
highly interesting. Certainly all the 
jaded drama: lovers of -this season of 
the year will discover that an evening 
with Rahman Bey is not without its 
novel and even dramatic moments.

Bathea in the ineffable radiance of 
®@ Hawalian moon, “One Man's Wo- 
man,” produced at the Forty-eighth 
Street ‘Theatre last evening, told a 
story of sad, sweet love in gentler 
climes. Three acts jerked a bragging 
misogynisé out of his unnatural com- 
placence and made an honest woman 
of a strumpet. While these stirring 
transfigurations were in progress the 
action of ‘the drama waxed bold and 
stormy. Epithets were hurled about 
recklessly, money was dashed con- 
temptuously into the faces of painted 
women, insulting kisses were burned 
on thelr scariet fips, and what was 
described as “liquid joy” thickened the 
speech of the hero. In the final \act, 
however, the tranquil peace after the 
storm cooled ‘the atmiosphere refresh- 
ingly. Kindness was discovered in the 
hearts of all and sundry. And if the 
hero had not behaved like a gentleman 
through all his masculine tribulations, 
he surely done right at the climax. 
True to the title of the play, the 
Courtesan gave every evidence of be- 
ing “One Man's Woman” forever. 

During’ the telling of this fearless 
Odyssey most of the banalities of old- 
time theatricalism drenched the situa- 
tions, the lines and the characters. 
And the jaded first-nighters, in a holi- 
day mood after a dreary season, gig- 
gied, cackled, snorted, guffawed and 
expressed a perverse pleasure in many 
discourteous fashions. Seldom since 
“Love’s Call” rang its clarion tones 
early last Autumn has a first-night au- 
dience behaved so abominably. Once 
— Betty Davis, the bad 

woman: of the tale, flung back Kenneth 
Regan’s taunts and intrepidly placed 
half the blame on the masculine sex, 
an honest:pair of hands applauded 
hon in the orchestra. Alas! that 
tolerant gesture yielded, instead of an 
echo, a wave of titters across the pro- 
fane front rows.

“One Man’s Woman” describes the% 
violent passion of Betty Davis, courte- 
gan by force of circumstances, and 
Kenneth Regan, manager of a sugar 
mill in Alua, Hawaiian Islands. Scor- 
ner of women and their natural dupli- 
cities; he swears he will never marry 
When his inarticulate eyes first beheld 
Betty Davis he never suspected her 
unsavory profession. Only when he 
stumbled into a brothel during a 
drunken orgy. did,he discover the 
truth. There are several big scenes in 
that act. At the close of the play, 
however, he realizes that her love 
an honest one, and magnanimo sly 
brushés aside all life’s social complexi 
ties. .Meanwhile most.of the staples 
of Hawaildn drama find a place in the 
scheme—the dismal stringed instru- 
ments, the grass-skirt dances, the dry 
rot of human existence, the summons 
to the Governor of the island, the San 
Francisco boat and like idioms of dra- 
matic speech. Sophomoric in its point 
of view, “One Man’s Woman” &carcely 
improves upon ‘‘Half-Caste” and that

DIFFICULTIES OF FOREIGN COR- 
RESPONDENTS. 

Expulsion of a staff correspondent of 
THE New YorK Teves from Rumania 
is an act within the jegal rights and 
discretion of the Rumanian Govern- 
ment. The offertse alleged was a series 
of articles which he wrote from 
Bucharest; describing’ the 
political conditions of the country and 
attempting to give a faithful account 
of the different currents of Rumanian 
public opinion. His instructions were 
simply those always given to corre- 
spondents of THE TIMES, namely, to 
do his best. to ascertain the truth and 
to report it without color. If the result 
was to bring out facts which the 
Rumanian-Government considers “ in- 
sulting,” it must not be forgotten that 
Tue TIMES, as always, holds its 
columns open to correction or explana- 
tion by the responsible authorities. 
Indeed, they are often ‘specially re- 
quested to avail themselves of that 
privilege. 

"he danger of being sent away as an 
“undesirable foreigner ”’ is only one of 
the difficulties which correspondents 
in some European countries have to 
face today. There is in several cap- 
itals a sort of tacit and invisible cen- 
sorship of dispatches to be forwarded 
abroad. This takes the form not of 
suppression or mutilation, necessarily, 
but of hampering the ¢orrespondent’s 
activities.

ARMS AND THE LEAGUE COUNCIL. 

Seconded by Viscount Czci, M. 
PavuL-Boncour proposes to lay before 
the League Council the problem of 
speedily mobilizing the economic and 
milftary forces which Article XVI per- 
mits to be used against an aggressor 
nation. Only so, they agree, can 
there be a general reduction. of arma- 
ments. It can scarcely have escaped 
these gentlemen, nor yet the commit- 
tee which accepted their proposal, that 
this is essentially the problem to solve 
which the Treaty of Mutual Assistance 
was drafted in 1923 and the Geneva 
Protocol 
Mutual Assistance was rejected by a 
majority of the great: nations. For 
the rejection of the Protocol, England 
is generally blamed on the Continent; 
but the fact is that Italy and Japan 
also. registered insurmountable. objec- 
tions against it. With the exception 
of France, none of the great nations 
were willing to accept universal oblig- 
atory arbitration, nor to place their 
army and navy at the disposal of the 
League .Council. That way lies the 
** super-state.’’. Now it appears’ that 
Germany is committed to a pacific and 
self-denying policy, at least so far as 
her representative at the Geneva con- 
ference can commit her. ‘Each of 
the. States,” said Count BERNSTORFF, 


‘*reduced so that the Leagiie shall be 
able at all times to.impose its will.’’ 

Taken at its face value, all this can 
only mean that England and Ger- 
Many are converts to the pacific! ideal 
of League supremacy for which France 
has labored steadily for over three 
years. Even that does not necessarily 
mean its ultimate triumph. Italy and 
Japan have still to be reckoned with. 
Both are teeming with surplus popula- 
tion and filled with ambitions of in- 
dustrial and _ territorial expansion. 
Nor do delegates at Geneva necessarily 
speak the will of their nations. They 
are negotiators merely. The final ver- 
dict lies with the Governments, with 
Parliaments. Viscount Ceci, was 
deeply concerned in drafting the 
Treaty of. Mutual Assistance and still 
believes in its provisions for enforcing 
the sanctions of Article XVI; but even 
his high idéalism and powerful advo- 
cacy are not unlikely to fail ultimately 
in precisely the manner of the Pro- 
tocol. .What the German nation would 
say to a permanent imposition \of the 
will of the League can only be con- 
jectured. So far as yet appears, the 
armament -conference is lost in the 
same ‘old wood and wandering in a 
circle. 

A possible way out was pointed to 
by the American delegate. Maintain- 
ing a sympathetic reticence as regards 
the League Council ‘and Article XVI, 
Mr. HuGcH Grsson asked whether, if 
general disarmament proves imprac- 
ticable,, the same end might mat 
eventually be attained by progressive 
regional disarmament. - The idea is in 
full ‘accord with the ‘instructions 
under which he is acting. It is also 
in accord with the spirit and the. let- 
ter of, the Locarno treaties, under 
which France, England and Germany 
place themselves in a position to dis- 
arm, untrammeled by the needs and |' 
the preferences of the League as a 
whole. ‘The present conference, like 
all its predecessors, is of value as 
tending to define the issue and to de- 
velop mutual- understanding, but con- 
crete results are scarcely to be ex- 
pected for the present. The crux of 
the problem lies in the question of 
fulfilling the terms of Locarno, which, 
for evil or for good, will be de- 
cided by the League Assembly next 
September.

Financially the colleges have been able’ 
to cope with the situation. Their total 
income in 1924 was something more 
than three times the 1910 income—in 
pre-war dollars—for handling four 
‘times as many students, a. discrepancy 
which American resources could no 
doubt redress. 

‘Where the &train has been greatest 
is in the adjustment of the college 
machintry to the vast new public. 
The colleges: have been cayght in that 
marvelous expansion which has tested 
so-many industries... But, unlike the. 
automobile factory or the movie plant, 
the human element enters to make 
adjustment to new conditions much 
more difficult, College departments 
cannot be multiplied as mechanically 
and indefinitely as foundry plants or 
rubber-tire . factories.

- OCEAN. RACES AND CRUISES. 
Arrival.of the British yacht Jolie 
Brise, 48 feet on the waterline, under 
her own sails from Plymouth, Eng- 
land, foreshadows’ the ocean races 
which.are to take place this year from 
New London to Bermuda. More than 
twenty boats are expected to enter for 
June 20. As before, the contest is 
confined to amateur skippers. Owing 
to the difficulties and dangers of the. 
seven-hundred-mile leg in the open 
ocean, the presumption is that those 
who participate are skilled as well as 
enthusiastic. ‘In the last race, held in 
1924,, most of the boats were about 
50 feet in length, Even though ‘the 
Atlantic is usually calm and free from 
storms-in late June, these are small 
vessels in which to embark on such 
a cruise. Cases of single individuals 
whq have crossed the ocean in tiny 
boats are not. ,uncommon, Only two 
years ago a Frenchman arrived in 
New York’ alone in his sailboat 
straight from the Bay of Biscay. The 
name of.old Captain Stocum, who cir- 
cummavigated the globe in the Spray 
and sailed away one day never again 
to be seen, is still familiar. . 
Perhaps the greatest importance of 
the coming Bermuda race is the im- 
petus which it gives to small-boat 
cfuising. During the last five years 
there has been a constant increase of 
interest in sailing. Owing to the high 
cost of large yachts, this has been con- 
fined primarily to boats in the smaller 
Glasses...

“self, When all you can think of is 
*‘ yourself, you’re in a bad way.’ - 
Many distracted fathers and mothers 
will consider this a superfluous piece 
of advice. But those who. believe. that 
some thinking gées on under vaselined 
hair and permanently waved bobs will 
agree. that young minds are worth 
noticing even if they cannot see the 
danger of hatching neuroses by too 
much bfooding. There probably never 
was, in fact, a‘younger generation less 
self-conscious than the present. It is 
not occupied with artificial manners 
and appearances and brittle epigrams. 
The girls do not spend ‘hours. in 
lacing themselves into wasp waists or 
pinning on waterfalls.. They slide 
into their clothes, splash on some 
make-up, and are ready to do things. 
The boys, too, are all for action, It is 
this constant activity that -gives the 
effect of all doing and no thinking. 
But the thinking is going on, fully as 
spontaneous. and brisk as the lively 
muscles that are so much in evidence.'

For Mexico has found itself in an 
anomalous position. With all ith-wealth 
of natural resources, it ‘was merely a 
treasure chest for th8 outside world. 
‘Mexico 4 has derived” little or no 
benefit from its own fortune, Oi] and 
precious metals were extracted from 
the earth, and shipped out in raw 
form. The country had to. buy back 
the finished product, and pay exces- 
sively for it. } 

Foreigners took charge of Mexico's 
wealth. . Now, a certain amount of 
development always follows such ex- 
ploitation, but it is opportunistic de- 
velopment. <A foreigher owning oil 
fields or mines in Mexico jwill, build 
hothing but what-is imperative for the 
success of his venture, Up to the pres- 
ent Administration industrial develop- 
ment in Mexico has been chaotic. 

The Calles Government at present 
believes that if the country is to keep 
step with the industrialized civilized 
world, it must be an economic unit. It 
must organize its industries for the 
benefit of the country. as a whole. 
Nature made Mexico wealthy. Mexico 
wants to stay wealthy. 

During the Porfirio Diaz Adminis- 
tration the foreigners who were ex- 
pleiting Mexico (and Mexico was being 
exploited by virtually only foreigners) 
were perfectly content. Their invest- 
ments were reaping enormous returns. 
The natives, however, were not only 
vegetating in their misery and igno- 
rance, but under the speeding-up of 
industry were faring worse than before. 
“Progress”? in the sense that factories 
were built and a railway system to 
transport. their products netted the 
Mexican people nothing. Nor were the 
nation’s natural resources developed 
with an eye to the future. 

Through the revolutionary decade 
came a gradual awakening of the need 
of managing Mexico in a thoroughly 
scientific manner consistent with eco- 
nomic principles. In the first ten 
years, up to 1920, Mexico struggled with 
one révolution after the other. The 
short periods of peace permitted little 
attention to other than attempts to 
maintain order. Since 1920, under the 
guidance of President Obregon, how- 
ever, Mexico has- settled down: to a 
careful study of its ecohomic problems. 

The. Administration of President 
Calles is, and has been, studying thor- 
oughly Mexico’s economic status.

Proposals to. spend $1,700,000,000 in 
building new bridges, tunnels, transit 
lines and streets will be laid_-before the 
city and near-by municipalities within 
two years by the Regional Plan of 
New York and its environs.

The meeting was attended by about 
600 men and women, scores of whom 
came in large sight-seeing buses’ from 
points in Connecticut, New Jersey and 
even Pennsyivania. 
——— also were delivered by J. 
Be ned Smith, President of the Board 
Commerce and Navigation of the 
State of New Jersey. and President of 
the American Association of Port. Au- 
thorities, and by Edward M. Bassett, 
counsel for the Regional Plan. -: 

Mr. Adams enumerated the regula- 
tion of traffic, control of land: develop- 
ment, the use, height and distribution 
of buildings to arrest the evils of con- 
gestion as “among the greatest and 
most primary needs of New York.’’ 

To Relocate Industries. 

His plan, he said, would include sug- 
gestions regarding the relocation, in 
the suburban sections nearer the rail- 
roads, of certain industries which are 
now crowding Manhattan. —— the 
last ten yeats, the speaker said, 
industrial concerns have seen tie hes need 
of transferring their plants, or -parts 
of them, and their business to the sub- 
urbs, thus permitting workers to move 
away: from the congested sections of 
the city. 

Mr. Adams pleaded also for more 
parks and playgrounds. He declared:

d Mr. Bassett, speaking. as a lawyer, 
8 expressed confidence in the constitu- 
tionality of the neéwly enacted State 
zoning laws, and declared ‘that they 
would be of great value in. promoting 
the even and orderly development cf 
the cities and towns. of the State. 

“Zoning, like taxation,” he said, “‘is 
unconstitutional if it is ynreasonable 
and arbitrary.

TO PRESSER'S PALS 


“Little Meyer,” Habitue of East 
Side Poolrooms, Sought as 
One of “‘Kidnappers.”’ 








WOMAN VISITS PRISONER 





Physicians Deny They Got Big Fees 
for Treating Wounded Man— 
The Inquiry Ends. 





In attempting to solve the mystery 


lot “Izzy” Presser’s “departure’’ from 


Great Meadow.-Prison in 1921—did ‘he 
escape or was he kidnapped?—Com- 
missioner George W. Alger, at a hear- 
ing yesterday in his office, 111 Broad- 
way, drew two new characters into 
the list of aramatic personages who 
participated in the melodrama or 
farce, as the case may }ave been. 

One newcomer was“ identified as 
“Little Meyer,’’ an east side poolroom 
habitué of ‘not toa worthy a char- 
acter, ” by Dr. I. BE. Kaplan, a general 
practitioner, whoge office is at 151 
Rivington Street, on the lower east 
side, and whose home is at 537 Bed- 
ford Avenue, Brooklyn. The physician 
said that “Little Meyer” was oife of 
three men who called him to a house 
on or néar Broome Street in the Sum- 
mer of 1921 to attend Presser, who 
was introduced to the physician as 
‘‘Harry Ginsberg.” 

Does Not Know His Name. 


Dr. Kaplan told Commissioner Alger 
that he had: seen “Little Meyer’’ in 
and around Rivington~Street several 
times before and immediately after he 
had treated Presser, and referred to 
him as ‘‘one of the boys’’ of the vicin- 
ity. He did not know the man’s ad- 
dress or occupation, he said, but de- 
scribed him as ‘6 feet 7 inches tall and 
clean shaven. 

Mr. Alger announced that he in- 
tended to ask the police to look for 
“Little Meyer,’’ as he was obviously 


one of the trio who escorted Presser 
from a road camp outside Great 
Meadow Prison to New York City in 
a Stutz touring car on July 31, 1921. 

Presser told Mr. 2* at a hearing 
in Sing Sing Prison last week that 
the three men who ‘“‘kidnapped” him— 
after one of them had shot. him acci- 
dentally—were a _ cabaret proprietor 
and two partners in “a tea house 
where people played ‘cards,”” but re- 
fused to tell their names. 

With the new clue of “Little 
| Meyer’s” name or alias, Mr. Alger 
rhopes that the police cgn identify the 
trio so that he can find out from them 
whether ‘‘Izzy’s’’ story of kidnapping 
is true or false. 


Woman Visited Presser. 


The second addition to the cast of 
characters was described simply as ‘“‘a 
lady” hy Dr. Isadore Seff of 127 West 
Eighty-sixth Street, associate surgeon 
at Beth Israel Hospital, who operated | th 
on Presser and removed the gunman's 
right kidney at the Manhattan Square 
Hospital, 36: West Seventy-seventh 
Street, on Aug. 1, 1921, the day after 
the departure: from Great Meadow. 
Seff. said that he saw her and a man 
visiting Presser, whom he knew as 
Harry Ginsberg, on.some of his visits 
to the hospital to treat. the wounded 
man. He said he did not know her 
name. 

It was revealed by Sing Sing at- 
tendants yesterday that Presser was 
married and had just received a visit 
from his wife at the prison. When he 
was sent to Sing Sing for twelve years 
in 1916 for killing Moses Rubenstein 
in a fight over a girl Presser told the 
prison authorities he was single. He 
must have been married some time be- 
tween 1921, when he left Great 
Meadow, and 1925, when he was sent 
back to. Sing Sing, for he described 
himself as married on the prison rec- 
ord last year. 

Besides Dr. Kaplan and Dr. Seff, Dr. 
Ellis Bonime, principal stockholder in 
the Manhattan Square Hospital, testi- 
fied before Mr. Alger yesterday. Dr. 
Kaplan said that ‘“‘some of the boys’’ 
had called at his office, told him that 
a friend had been hurt in an accident, 
and had taken him to a house where 
Presser was in bed suffering from'a 
wound in the back. He t ied that 
he could not get an inte ble story 
of what had happened from the men. 


Denies He Got Large Fee. 


Dr. Kaplan said he telephoned Dr. 
Seff and had Presser taken to the 
Manhattan Square Hospital, after Pres- 


ser’s friends had said they would pay 
the bills. The physician denied that 
he had received any large amount of 
money for his services, although Cap- 
tain Frank E. Brex, in charge of de- 
tectives at Néwark, had testified on 
Monday that Presser: had told him, 
when arrested in Newark in 1922, that 
the affair had cost his friends about 
$10,000—$4,000 or $5,000 for the doctors, 
and the rest to the hospital, nurses 
and other expenses. 

“My fee was nominal—just the same 
as in any ordinary case,’’ Dr. Kaplan 
said. “I charged $5 a visit to go up 
to the hospital to see him, and a little 
more when I visited him at a house in 
New Jersey after he left the hospital.” 

Dr. Kaplan said that besides assist- 
ing Dr. Seff in the ‘operation, he had 
treat er for pneumonia ‘at the 
hospital and for pleurisy with effusions 
at the house in New Jersey.. The phy- 
siclan could not remember ‘the name 
of the city in New Jersey where he 
visited Presser, the length of time he 
attended him, the total amount of the 
fees received, who paid him, or the 
last time he saw Presser. He testified 
that he had‘no record of the case in 
his files. 

Dr. Kaplan could not remember that 
Presser had told him anything about 
the circumstances under which he had 
received his wound, but was certain 
he had never told him that he was 
an escaped oon He admitted that 

“people arou Presser didn’t 
seein to be exactly right.” 
Dr. Seff Tells of Operation.

De Passy Is Accuséd of Getting 
$2,000 as Executor of a 
Woman’s Estate. / 





HE IS HELD WITHOUT BAIL 





Police Say ‘Prisoner Has a Long 
Record as Impostor Here - 
.- and Abroad. 





A two-years’ search by detectives 
for Marcel de Passy, twho says he is 
a Count and a descendant of the 
founders of the city of Passy, in Nor- 
mandy, but who, the police say, is 
an international crook with many 
aliases and a long record, ended yes- 
terday in his arrest on a charge of 
embezzlement as he was leaving his 
home, at 2,040 West Seventh Street, 
Coney Asiand. 

The arrest was on a warrant charg-’ 
ing De Passy with having» embezzled 
$2,000 from the estate of Rose Kurten, 
115 Garden Street, Hoboken, N. J. 
The indictment was returned by the 
Hudson County Grand Jury on May 
30, 1924. 

It is alleged that De Passy, who was 
at one time a boarder in the Kurten 


home and executor of the estate, ob- 
tained $2,000 through the sale.of prop-- 
erty and failed to make a proper ac- 
counting. Heirs living in Germany, 

through counsel in Hoboken, started 
an investigation, with the result that 
the warrant was issued on the —— 
zlement charge. 

Had Pistol, ‘Police Say. 

De Passy was taken to the Bath 
Beach Police Station, where, the police 
say, he was found te have a loaded pis- |}. 
tol. Arraigned before Magistrate Louis 
Reynolds in the Coney Island Court, de 
Pasy waived examination and was held 
without bail for the Grand Jury on 
the charge of violating the Sullivan 
law and held without bail for thirty 
days on the charges preferred in thé 
warrant by the Hoboken police. 

Before arraignment de’ Passy was 
taken to Brooklyn Police Headquar- 
ters and questioned by Inspector John 
J. Sullivan. According to: the police, 
he admitted having served a. peniten- 
tiary sentence for bigamy in 1915, hav- 
ing been sent to Sing Sing in 1919 for 
three years on a grand larceny charge 
and having been .arrested on charges 
of. forgery and passing worthless 
checks. 

The prisoner told the detectives that 
in 1911 he was commissioned as a 
Colonel by General von Hindenburg in 
the German army. De Passy is 
years old and of — ‘hearing. 

He admitted having beén questioned 
during the war by members of the 
Bomb Squad in connection with the 
disappearance of twenty-five carloads 
of ammunition from a railroad siding 
near New York. He was released be- 
cause of insufficient evidence. * 


He Denies Charge.. 


De Passy denied ‘the embezzlement 
charge, saying he used the $2,000 to re- 
furnish a boarding house owned by the 
late Mrs. Kurten. He said the money 
was spent before the woman’s death. 

The detectives asert de Passy has 
used the rlames of De-Lynar, Chimang 
and Schiemaugk. They say he visited 
Governors Island on Aug. 29, 1911, the 
day he was married at City Hall, and 
told the officers he was a General in 
the German Army. He was féted by 
the commanding army officer and 
started his honeymoon on a Govern- 
ment yacht. The detectives also say 
de Pasy visited Berlin in 1911, where 
he reeeived many honors while posing 
as an American General.’ He received 
an invitation to make his home at a 
well-known castle near Berlin, and the 
police say the bogus “General” sold 
off the house furnishings..and horses 
on the estate and — The police 
believe he-is the man who escaped |’ 
twice in five. months fromthe Heil- 
bronn Jail, where he was sentenced un- 
der the nameof Max Schiemaugk _fif- 
teen years ago. 

A man who —— himself —— —— 
Marcel Peyrgne de Passy ered him- 
self “to a rich American wife” in Feb- 
ruary, 1909. He registered at that time 
at the Hotel Wellington, where the 
“Count” let it be known his 
attorney that he would be willing to 
wed if the bride had at least $750,000. 
In return the ‘“‘Count”’ offered himself, 
his patent of nobility and a family tree 
which, he said, extended back more 
than 400 years.

HAS NEW BUS PLAN 


Coach Counsel Tells of Offer 
to Operate on a Five-Cent 
Zone System Basis. 








OUTLINES THE FINANCING 


Believes Bondholders’ Claims Would 
Be Settled on Fair Property 
Valuation. 





The New York Railways Corporation 


has made a bid for operation of buses 


in Manhattan on a five-cent fare zone 
system basis, as an alternative to its 
plan for bus and surface car operation. 
The new offer is similar to one made 
by the Third Avenue Railway Com- 
pany through its subsidiary, the Sur- 
face Transportation Corporation. 

‘ The new proposal was disclosed yes- 
terday by Elmer Schlesinger, of coun- 
sel for the Fifth Avenue Coach Com- 
pany, which seeks to purchase control 
of the railways corporation. Mr. 
Schlesinger also said the settlement of 
claims by bondholders affected by the 
pro dismantling of certain New 
York Railways Corporation lines would 
probably be based on a fair valuation 
of the properties involved. Mr. Schles- 
inger made the announcement -in 
commenting on plans to block dis- 
mantling of surface lines outlined by 
a spokesman for Broadway and Sev- 
enth Avenue Railway bondholders. 
These bonds are in part secured by the 
Seventh Avenue street car line, which 
it is proposed to abandon. 


Explains New Offer. 


- As outlined by Mr. Schlesinger, the 
reasons for the New York Railways 
Corporation’s submission of the 5-cent 
zone plan bid were substantially those 
described by S. W. Huff, President of 
the Surface Transportation Company. 
Both interests feel that a unified bus 
and street-car system operated on a 
10-cent fare basis is most suitable for 


the needs of New York City, but that 
the zone system provides a method of 
establishing a 5-cent fare should this 
be considered indispensable. 

“At best, however, the zone system 
is a makeshift,’ said Mr. Schlesinger. 
“Bus service operated on a 5-cent zone 
system would be about as satisfactory 
as a 10-dollar suit of clothes, but if 
that is what New York desires, it 
could be provided.’’ 

“Caring’for bondholders has seemed 
a question so much of the future that 
we have not given it much consider- 
ation,’’ Mr. Schlesinger said. ‘I have 
not even looked into the terms of the 
mortgage on which the Broadway and 
Seventh Avenue Railway bonds were 
fssued. We intend, of course, to meet 
all legitimate claims of bondholders. 

“In previous plans for the substitu- 
tion of buses for street car lines it 
was proposed to determine the actual 
value of the street car property and 
then to amortize bondholders’ claims 
through payynents extending over the 
suggested period of the bus franchises, 
which was for. twenty-five years. 
This plan provided a means of dis- 
charging bond obligations without the 
need of a large initial cash payment. 

‘“‘Abandonment of street car lines un- 
der the plan of the New York: Rail- 
ways Corporation would not take place 
immediately,.even if the plan were to 
meet with official approval. If and 
when the time comes for satisfying 
the claims of bondholders they would 


| likely be met on the basis of a fair 


valuation of the property involved 
rather than on the face value of the 
bonds.”’ 


Bondholders’ Committee Watches. 


At the time of reorganization of the 
New York Railways some years ago a 
committee for the portection of Broad- 
way and Seventh Avenue bondholders 
was formed. This committee was never 
dissolved. William Greenough of coun- 
sel for the Broadway and Seventh 
Avenue bondholders’ committee said 
yesterday that the members,of the 
committee were watching develop- 
ments, but were awaiting definite in- 
formation before taking action. 

“The application of the New York 
Railways mpany has not been ap- 
proved and in any case it cannot be 
put into effect for some time,” he said.

Calls Labor Situation Tense. 


“The situation on the Continent is 
very tense and what occurred recently 
in England may break out there at 


any time because there are so many 
unemployed,” Mr. Vauclain said. ‘‘The 
chief cause of the lack of work abroad 
is that since the Armistice there have 
been no orders for military or naval 
equipment, guns, arms, ammunition, 
gaddies, harness and other supplies 
which were ordered before and during 
the war. From 1914 to the Fall of 1918 
large munition plants were erected all 
ever Europe, employing hundreds of 
thousands of men and women. — Those 
piants are all idle today. The navies 
are niot building and the shipyards are 
ata dstill. 

“Railroads are not ordering locomo- 
tive or rolling stock because they are 
not doing more than 50 per cent of the 
traffic they handled before the war. 
Germany and Belgium were the worst 
off of any of the countries I visited 
and had the largest number of unem- 
ployed. - Nearly all the big steel mills 
there were shut down. Essen in the 
Rhineland ipdustrial centre and Dus- 
seldorf were almost dead and their 
atreets thronged with unemployed 


‘workmen. 


“Europe does not want charity but 
is badly in need of capital to buy raw 
materials to start factories going and 
give work to the people. 

“In og I was treated with every 
courtesy by the Soviet officials and 
gaw all the principals of the Govern- 
ment during the four days I spent in 
Moscow. 


Found Conditions Improving. 


‘There are many things now being 
done in Russia by the Soviet that 
would have to be changed before an 
@greement should be made between 
that country and the United States. 
Russia is improving industriously and 
is flourishing agriculturally judging 
from what I saw from the train when 
I traveled from Leningrad to Moscow. 
I did not go there 6n a ‘business mis- 
sion and did not make any contracts 
for locomotives for the Russian rail- 
roads. . 

I visited Poland and feel confident 
that the people will settle their own 
internal affairs without outside help. 
They will pull out of their financial 
difficulties later and go ahead. 

“I am confident that France will 
come back out. of her financial trou- 
bles. Industrially she is very prosper- 
ous and is the ountry country in 
Europ that is importing labor at pres- 
ent. Workmen are being brought into 
France from Poland, Italy, Belgium, 
Czechoslovakia and Spain.
